The theair:cal business has been so charged 
fa the Jast few years that it may almost 
be said to have concentrated bcre, and New York 
has become the theatrical market. Boston and 
Phiisdcipbia each originate to some extent, bat it 
isto New York that managers come for their chief 
Stiraciions, not only in plays butin players. Here 
stars engage their # pport and book their engage: 
menis inthe viciuityof Union Square are the 
theetrical agencies! actors out of empleyment 
Corgregate in the neighborhood, and they have 
come to designate the tquare as the ‘“‘Blave Mar- 
ket,’’ themselves being, in theatrical parlance, the 
slaves. Here managers from other cities makeen- 
gagcmenis and bouk etiractions and 
the ‘“Blave Market’ is reguiarly visited 
by theminthesummer.

AND HIS PAPBR. 


He Thinks Nesby is Not t¥e Kind of Petroleum to 
Give Muen Lignt—Willtiam,Also Says that 
Beme P-opie are Net too Proud 
te Werk, But too Lisy. 


A friend sends me the Toledo Blade and 
marks Nasby’s last deliverance on the south, 
My friend is very mad about it and uses Jan- 
guage. Well, itis aggravating to have one 
of them fellers to eome down here and be 
toaded and toasted by our people, and then 
go back home and write a passel of lies just 
to please his newspaper and the folks who 
read it. ButIdont think we ought to take 
on about such things. They do us no harm. 
Let "em have all the emigranisif they want 


them. Nasby says tliat ‘‘the south dont 
get emigrants because land owners dont 
work ss a matter of course. The 
small farmer wont work because 


manual labor from time immemorial has 
been done by negroes only, and has been 
considered disreputable in a white man. 
These emigrants will aot go to any country 
where labor is considered a degradation. 
They will not go to acountry where he who 
plows. sows or reaps is counted as nothing 
better than a ‘“‘d—d nigger.’’ All this has to 
be changed before northern men or foreigners 
will go southward. 

I dont know Nasby. I dont know whether 
be is a knaveor a fool, and I dontcare. Ac- 
cording to my peculiar views on emigration 
he basent done the south nor meany harm. 
but neverthelees the jie is all the same, and 
if emigrants and northern men have been 
i kept away from us becanse they believed that 


our jarmers dident work, and that labor was 
disreputable at the south, they must have 
beea toid so by just ruch plausible scribblers 
as Nasby. I watked ten miles last Thurs- 
day in plowed ground dropping corn, with 
a lame back andthe jerking rheumatism in 
my shoulder, and when I got done I was all 
in a sweat of perspiration, and my neck bone 
was in a twist from looking one way so lome; 


but 1 never felt more respectable ip my life 
than when I set down to my turnip greens 
and fried eggs for dinner. have no idea 


that Nasby ever experienced or epjoved such 
respectability in bislife, and he oughtent to

Maxine Heme Comrortras_te —In order to 
make @ farm home comfortable, attractive 
und salable, three things aro easentia!. These 
ere grass, flowers and fruit. Comfort during 
the heated term of summer isa first consid- 
eration. A cool place of resort at midday is 
a place to be desired, and which but few 
small farmers possess. A neat, closely- 
clipped grass lawn. shaded by the deep green 
foliage of the maple or other deciduous trees, 
answers admirably for this purpese. While 
it is true that but few over worked farmers 
and over worked wives ever beeome so appa- 
rentiy aristocratic as to provide for a few 
hours of pleesurable relaxation, it is never- 
theless true that a good lawn can be made at 
comiparatively little expense, and with a 
-00d lawn mower, like the Buckeye, can be 
easily kept in excellent order if mowed every 
two weeks during the grewing season. 

If without such a lawn, begin the forma- 
lion Of one immediately. Tae grading and 
iuanuring of be surface, and the therough 
inter-mixture of the materials used with the 
$911, Will fit it admirably for the recaption of 
seed, either im September, October or Novem- 
ber, or very early next spring. The kind of 
grasy seed to use will depend upon the loea- 
lid. As arule, the grasses which make the 
best pastures in the idborhood will make 
the best lawns. To the north of, and in the 
northern pordon of the cotton-growing belt, 
we recommend the Kentucky bluegrass far 
lawns. Sow from two totkrae bushels to the 
acre. We heve seen very successful lawns 
made with an equal weight ot Kentucky 
bide grass, red top and white clover ssed, the 
quaatity required being abouta half bushel 
to each one hundred fset square. 
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48 s00n as the grass is well rooted, a few 
flower beds shouid be cutin the sod. These 


shouid be nearthe house, but not located so 
as to hinder free aocess to and from the Jawn.

‘grcUps of trees are muck to be preferred to 
rows. Very much can be done by properly 
planting them. ‘i'woor three treq@s are some- 
times set together, so that when they grow up 
they will form natural seat backs: Qak trees 
are excellent for this purpose.

So many miistakes have been made in the 
use of muck thatmany farmers havyg aban- 
dened its use entirely, bus when used intel- 
ligently itis avery important aid to him, 
and no goed farmer in te to use it. To 
eart large quantities of wet muck fato the 
barn yard as was the cusiem twenty-five years 
ago wasa waste of time, as itadded but very 
little to the value of the manure, espeeially 
if it was to be applied to heavy land. When 
farmers began to use muck liberally, they did 
not investigate enough to learn the fact, that 
muck isa waterial toat is unfit for plant 
food, until it has been changed from its 
natural cosdition, or taat whi'e it may be 
very beneficial to one kind of soil, to a differ- 
ent kind it may be injurious. 

Careful observation and many experiments 
have eonvinced many intelligent farmers, 
that, to a limited extent, muck is very valu. 
able, providing it be in the mght state, and 
is applied to theright soil, ina proper man- 
ner. While many deposits of mack are 
found to beof out little value, if not positive 
ly injurious when used green, nearly all de 
posits are found to be good when permitted 
to become weil dried, whether it be used as 
an sbsorbent or applied directly to the land. 
It is now very generally admitted thatit is a 
waste of time te cart into the barn yard, even 
of dry muck mere than is necessary to absorb 
the liquids. Ifamy more is to be used i, 
rectly to the land and 


mack is found to be very beneficial to 
ladda. 

The farmer should always have at leust 
three years supply of muck on hand 
giving it time to becomes well dried and pul- 
verized. One load of this is worth a dozen 
of green muck just dug ont. Before the rainy 
season sets in, the farmershould house dry 
muck enough to use as an absorbent during 
the wet and freezing weather.—Mass. Piow- 
man.
